His previous experience
includes serving as a senior policy analyst with the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency in Washington D.C., Vice President of
Regulatory and Public Affairs for San Diego-based Mycogen Corporation and Global Leader of Biotechnology Governmental Affairs for
Dow Agrosciences. He is also a member of the Board of Directors of the San Diego Chamber of Commerce, the San Diego Regional EDC
and CONNECT, Chair of the Board of the CA Biotechnology Foundation, and former Chair of the Board of the San Diego Workforce
Partnership and the Council of State Bioscience Associations.

Mr. Panetta takes over the seat left vacant by the death of Duane Roth last year.

The statewide ballot measure, which provided $3 billion in funding for stem cell research at California universities and research
institutions, was overwhelmingly approved by voters, and called for the establishment of an entity to make grants and provide loans for
stem cell research, research facilities, and other vital research.
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
